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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of invention IB in the reply filed on 01/1 8/2007 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Claims 10-13, 16-18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions and species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 01/18/2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Eid et al 
(6,115,654). 

Regarding claim 14, Eid et al disclose in Figure 4 a control unit (i.e. universal sensor 
interface systems 62, 64) comprising the sensor (i.e. sensors 72) and a processor (i.e. DSP 70) 
that receives at least one signal fi"om the sensor via the at least one digital interface (i.e. sensor 
operations) (col 8, lines 10-42; col 9, lines 1-9), wherein the processor evaluates the at least one 
sensor signal as a function of the fault pattern (col 9, lines 35-50). 
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Regarding claim 1 5, Eid et al disclose in Figure 4 the sensor is disposed inside a housing 
of the control unit (i.e. sensors is inside the universal sensor interface systems 62, 64) (col 8, 
lines 10-27). 

5. While patent drawings are not drawn to scale, relationships clearly shown in the drawings 
of a reference patent cannot be disregarded in determining the patentability of claims. See In re 
Mraz, 59 CCPA 866, 455 F.2d 1069, 173 USPQ 25 (1972).
